‘Heaven not suitable 
for our High Street’

A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
by residents and councillors who 
are opposing the renewal of a High 
Street club’s licence. 

The group, many of whom live 
close by in The Avenue, have raised 
objections to Newmarket’s gentle¬ 
men’s club, Heaven Awaits. 

The club’s licence is up for renew¬ 
al but residents have said it should 
move to the “outskirts of Newmar¬ 
ket”. 

Wendy Howell, a resident of The 
Avenue, said: “The club is in an un¬ 
suitable place. It sends the wrong 
message to visitors to our town. It 
is right opposite a children’s park in 
the Memorial Gardens and it is just 
not the place for it.” 

fill Buckingham, another resident 
from The Avenue, said: “When you 
look down at the High Street as you 
come into Newmarket, you’re faced 
with this. That’s an unwelcome 
view. 

“It’s also right opposite the Me¬ 
morial Gardens and the Memorial 
Hall where they run events for chil¬ 
dren.” 

Section 6.3 of the Sex Establish¬ 
ment Policy says Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council would “not normally 
grant a licence where any premises 
within the vicinity are used for 


“family leisure, domestic residental 
buildings, important history build¬ 
ings”, amongst others. 

Newmarket Town Council has 
also objected on the grounds that it 
is too close to family leisure premis¬ 
es, the Memorial Gardens play area, 


“which is used on a daily basis by 
several hundred mothers and their 
children”; near to The Avenue, and 
its closeness to the “famous Jockey 
Club Rooms historic buildings” as 
well as the Horse Racing Museum 
and Tattersalls. 


They also objected on the 
grounds that the “sex establishment 
proposal is totally out of keeping 
with our High Street”, and that sig¬ 
nage outside the establishment was 
too large and “inappropriate for the 
conservation area”. 


Mayor Rachel Hood said: “We 
have objected to this licence re¬ 
newal for the past two years, and 
will again be objecting on the same 
basis as last year.” 

No-one from Heaven Awaits was 
available to comment yesterday, 
but on its application for the li¬ 
cence renewal, the nightclub is de¬ 
scribed as “a lap dancing venue”. 

It said: “The type of clientele that 
visit the venue are typically of mid¬ 
dle age who are also very well be¬ 
haved and who enjoy an evening 
with friends in a reasonably quiet 
environment. 

“Heaven operates with a strict 
policy for the safety of both cus¬ 
tomers and staff. 

“Neither the sign above the en¬ 
trance or the two small A5 signs on 
the right hand side of the entrance 
steps have any nudity displayed, 
just text offering the name of the 
venue and the opening times.” 

Representations about the 
Heaven Awaits application should 
be made to Forest Heath District 
Council, emailing licensing@west- 
sujfolk.gov. uk by October 24.

A NEWMARKET man with a 
history of childhood prob¬ 
lems has been handed a 
suspended prison sentence 
after admitting child por¬ 
nography offences. 

Dylan Dior, 31, told police 
where to find images stored 
at his home in Noel Murless 
Drive when officers arrived. 

On Friday Ipswich Crown 
Court heard while 16 inde¬ 
cent photos of children and 
one movie were uncovered, 
over 4,000 computer-gener¬ 
ated drawings were found. 

Dior pleaded guilty to 
eight offences of making in-

decent images of children, 
one of possession of inde¬ 
cent images of children and 
one of distributing images. 

Prosecuting, Christopher 
Youell said Dior made full 
admissions and said he had 
sent images to someone on 
an online chat site, lead¬ 
ing to the offence of distri¬ 
bution which would never 
have been uncovered with¬ 
out the information. 

Dior told police he had 
suffered abuse on a single 
occasion when he was a 


young child and having the 
images made him feel “safe 
and warm”, said Mr Youell. 

Sentencing him, fudge 
lohn Devaux said: “I am sat¬ 
isfied that you lack maturity. 
You have suffered from vari¬ 
ous lifelong health issues.” 

fudge Devaux will be un¬ 
der supervision for two 
years and will participate in 
the Internet Sex Offenders 
Treatment Programme. 

His computer and two 
storage devices were also 
confiscated and Dior will re¬ 
main on the Sexual Offences 
Register for 10 years.

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‘We want to close 
this path because 
it is dangerous’ 


THE owners of a cottage which 
sits on a controversial shortcut 
on the edge of the Studlands Park 
estate have spoken out this week 
about their concerns which led 
them to close the path to the pub¬ 
lic. 

As reported in last week’s News, 
a petition has been set up by Stud- 
lands estate residents - backed 
by local councillors Michael An¬ 
derson and Warwick Hirst - who 
want to continue using the path, 
which links Golden Miller Close 
with Exning Road. 

The path, which runs past Exn¬ 
ing cemetery, is not a registered 
footpath but has been used as 
such for up to 40 years, according 
to residents. 

Victoria De Sousa, who lives in 
a cottage on the footpath lane, 
said a few people had “ruined it 
for everyone”, and they now want¬ 
ed the path blocked off. 

She said: “We have had people 
parking and blocking the drive¬ 
way; people don’t pick up their 
dog poo and there are beer cans 
dropped along there all the time. 

“When we sat out there on a 
nice evening all you could hear

was people swearing as they 
walked past, coming back from 
the pub. 

“We had no problem with peo¬ 
ple who used it properly - like the 
little old lady who stops and talks 
to us - it’s the minority that has 
ruined it for everyone. 

“There have been times when 
I have been trying to load and 
unload the horses and dogs have 
been running between their legs, 
people have pushed their buggies 
up behind them. 

“Then if someone gets kicked 
by a horse it’s going to be my fault 
because they’re walking through 
my front garden.” 

A ‘Private Property’ sign which 
was put up by Mr and Mrs De 
Sousa to stop people using the 
track was reportedly kicked down 
last week. 

Mrs De Sousa, who is married 
to Brazilian-born jockey Silvestre 
De Sousa, said a lack of respect 
had meant the lane was in a bad 
state, with with poor lighting and 
potholes. 

Family friend David Mason 


added: “Victoria has lived here 
for over a year and has lived with 
people going through quite often. 

“It was only when it was point¬ 
ed out that if someone had an 
accident and that the owner 
of the home will be liable for it 
that we thought of closing it.” 

Mrs De Sousa said: “Health and 
safety is a big factor. It is pitch 
black up there at night and there’s 
no chance I would want to walk 
up there. The land is really bad 
and someone could trip. 

“We don’t want to fall out with 
anyone over this.” 

The couple are holding a meet¬ 
ing with local residents, district 
councillors, and the owners of the 
nearby Brickfields Stud this week 
in the hopes that they will be able 
to reach a resolution over the fu¬ 
ture of the track. 

The district council have said 
that there is no formal right of 
way on any maps but because 
it has been used for many years, 
residents could apply to Suffolk 
County Council to have it classed 
as a public right of way. 

In the meantime, the home- 
owners can restrict access.

A BURGLAR who helped to 
steal computer equipment 
containing three months 
worth of work by a Newmar¬ 
ket firm has been jailed. 

Terrance Knight, 48, was 
last month convicted of 
three offences of burglary at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

The father of four had 
been involved in stripping 
£40,000 worth of comput¬ 
ers and equipment from an 
office at Goodwin Business 
Park in Willie Snaith Road on 
January 10. 

The three companies who 
lost equipment during the 
raid were Newprint, Diasma 
Ltd and Cubiqdesign Ltd. 

On Monday, as Knight 
was brought back to court

to be sentenced, it emerged 
that the not only were all 
the laptop computers stolen 
from Cubiqdesign but also 
the computer server which 
had acted as the company’s 
backup. 

Prosecutor Nicola Devas 
said as a result Cubiqdesign 
lost three months of work. 
None of the stolen equip¬ 
ment has been recovered. 

The court heard that 
Knight, of London, had 60 
previous convictions includ¬ 
ing 24 for burglaries at com¬ 
mercial premises and two 
for burglaries in Thailand. 

Mitigating, Laura Vernon- 
Collier said Knight’s offend¬ 


ing was linked to his use of 
drugs, including heroin and 
cocaine. 

Knight had not acted 
alone and had not been re¬ 
sponsible for identifying 
the office building in New¬ 
market as a target for theft, 
said Miss Vernon-Collier. He 
maintained that his role had 
been as a driver. 

Sentencing him to three 
years in prison, Mr Re¬ 
corder Christopher Makey 
told Knight: “The real dif¬ 
ficulty was not just the loss 
of equipment which could 
be replaced but the fact 
that one of the companies, 
Cubiqdesign, lost its server 
on which it had all its work 
for three months.”

I feel, the best way to control and 
optimise use of available facilities. 
The alternative would be limited 
free parking with swingeing fines for 
overstayers. 

Free parking led to The Rookery 
and others being filled with long 
stay parkers. 

Charging led to some - probably 
many or most long stayers - seeking 
free parking on the streets, to the 
chagrin of residents. Long stay 
parking at a reasonable rate is now 
available on the top floor of the The 
Guineas; I expect residents' parking 
remains fraught, however. 

I feel it is fairest to charge those 
using the facilities - to cover costs 
- rather than expect Council Tax 
payers to pick up the whole tab: 
it's rather like paying to swim in the 
Leisure Centre pool. 

On December 4th last year the 
Newmarket News front page said 
"Town parking survey planned for 
New Year". When I was a district 
councillor (2007-2011) parking 
seemed to crop up every year or 
half year - with various new systems 
and'action plans'. It would be

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Award for duo who stopped 
man’s crazed knife attack

TWO police officers from 
Mildenhall have won a po¬ 
lice bravery award after 
an incident in Newmarket 
which saw a man stabbing 
himself with such force they 
feared he would “disembow¬ 
el himself”. 

Pc Paul Osmond and Pc 
Rebecca Gardiner were 
awarded at the eastern re¬ 
gion Police Bravery Awards 
in London, held in partner¬ 
ship with Police Mutual on 
Thursday evening. 

The pair were called to 
a three-car road crash on 
the evening of July 3, 2012, 
where one car had fled the 
scene. 

After enquiries, they were 
led to an address in New¬ 
market where they found 
the driver of the car, who 
had been drinking. 

The driver then grabbed a 
large kitchen knife and start¬ 
ed stabbing himself, “push¬ 
ing the blade deep into his 
stomach”. 

The man was stabbing 
himself with such force that 
Pc Osmond “thought the 
man was going to disem¬ 
bowel himself”. 

Pc Gardiner sprayed the 
man with PAVA spray, which 
had no effect on the man, 
but temporarily blinded her 
partner. 

The man then lunged for¬ 
ward to Pc Gardiner, striking 
her in the stab vest. 

He then raised the knife, 
with the point “very close to 
Pc Osmond’s face”, until Pc 
Osmond struck the offender 



with his elbow and made 
him drop the knife. 

The officers then man¬ 
aged to get the man in hand¬ 
cuffs until backup arrived. 

Pc Gardiner and Pc Os¬ 
mond received the award 
from Stephen Mann, chief 
executive of Police Mutual, 
overseen by the Home Sec¬ 
retary, and also attended 
a reception at 10 Downing 
Street with the Prime Min¬ 
ister. 

Pc Gardiner said: “We are 
both shocked and flattered 
to be nominated. You read 
about what the officers from 
other forces have done and 
it is overwhelming and excit¬ 


ing to feel that we have won 
this award. 

“The support from people 
has been incredible and to 
have the actions of everyday 
police, whoever they are, 
recognised in this way is in¬ 
credible.” 

Stephen Mann added: 
“Every day, police officers 
across the country face in¬ 
credibly difficult and dan¬ 
gerous situations, acting 
with real heroism to protect 
the lives of others. 

“All of the officers nomi¬ 
nated for an award have 
shown great dedication to 
their duty and remarkable 
courage.”

‘Desperate need’ 
for school funds 


CONCERNS have been raised 
about a school which a council¬ 
lor has described as “desperately 
underfunded”. 

Swaffham Prior School has 
been twice earmarked for a com¬ 
plete rebuild in the past 20 years 
due to its crumbling ceiling. But 
due to economic climates at the 
time, the school has twice missed 
out on the funding it needs. 

Rosamund Chalmers, chair 
of governers, said: “Our condi¬ 
tion report has said we need new 
walls and a new roof. The council 
has funded the new walls but we 
don’t have a roof and it’s the sec¬ 
ond time we’ve been left when 
there has been a money freeze. 
We would need £85,000 to replace 
the roof.” 

A bid has been put in to the 
Department for Education to get 
funds needed, and the money, if

successful, will be awarded in De¬ 
cember. 

The council will then divide 
the money up - and Ms Chalm¬ 
ers, alongside district councillor 
for Swaffhams Allen Alderson, are 
urging local people to put pres¬ 
sure on the council to make sure 
the money is spent on the school. 

Cllr Alderson said: “This is an 
ongoing issue. They have got a 
roof that is not fit for purpose. 
We need people to get behind the 
school and pressure the council 
to help them get what they need.” 

With 20 new houses to be built in 
Swaffham Prior, Ms Chalmers said 
the money from that should go to 
them - but there is no guarantee. 

She added: “Any of the money 
they are getting from the 20 houses 
doesn’t have to go to things in the 


village, but it would be a drop in 
the brook for these big projects 
when it would make a huge differ¬ 
ence to our community. 

“Which is more important - a 
railway station in Soham or mak¬ 
ing sure our children don’t get wet 
in the school when it rains?They 
are abandoning things that matter 
to people in this village.” 

If funding is granted from the 
Department for Education, a deci¬ 
sion will be made in December. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said that if the bid 
was successful, the money would 
be earmarked for Swaffham Prior 
school directly from the 
Department for Education. 

He added: “In this case, whether 
the public write to us or not, 
whether the school is funded is out 
of our hands.”

The event is being or¬ 
ganised by john Saville, 
who wanted to do some¬ 
thing special in Exning. 

He said: “It was clear 
that many places would be 
commemorating the First 
World War this year and, 
as the developer of several 
websites for the village, I 
was aware of the Rolls. 

“I felt that each year we 
commemorate those who 
made the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice but this year it would 
be appropriate to also 


remember all those who 
took part in the war, many 
of whom returned with 
physical or mental inju¬ 
ries. 

“We would love to hear 
from anybody with an in¬ 
terest in this projct and in 
particular any relations 
of the original enlist- 
ers, those living in their 
homes, or nearby.” 

Exning Parish Council 
are also supporting the 
event. 

Roger Stubbs, chairman, 
added: “This is a wonder¬ 
ful opportunity for people 
of all ages to work together 
and to both honour these 
brave men and under¬ 


stand, in part, what it was 
like to enlist in the First 
World War or see one’s 
loved ones going away.” 

Volunteers are still be¬ 
ing sought for the reenact¬ 
ment day. john said: “We 
will welcome participa¬ 
tion by people of any age 
or gender, whether they 
live in their homes that ex¬ 
isted in 1914 or later.”

A MAN who walked through a 
town carrying a gun has been 
sent to a Young Offenders In¬ 
stitution. 

Daniel Mitson, 20, of St 
Johns Close, Mildenhall, had 
denied having a firearm with 
intent to cause fear or violence 
but was found guilty by a jury 
at Ipswich Crown Court. Mit¬ 
son was sentenced to a total of 
two and a half years in custody. 

Mitson had pleaded guilty 
to being in possession of a 
firearm when prohibited and 
causing criminal damage. The 
jury had found him not guilty 
of assaulting his then partner. 

On April 4 the couple went 
out together in Brandon but 
Mitson was in a bad mood,

said prosecutor Simon Glad- 
well. His partner had refused 
to hand over a key to their 
house to Mitson who then 
kicked in a shop window. 

Two men who witnessed the 
incident offered to walk her 
home but that led to Mitson 
accusing her of cheating. 


The next day Mitson pur¬ 
chased a BB airgun from a 
market stall and on April 6, 
during an argument with his 
partner, allegedly told her: “I’ll 
find those two guys and put 
bullets in all of you.” 

When police located Mitson 
in Brandon High Street, he was 
holding a black handgun. Mit¬ 
son was detained with a police 
officer pointing a Taser at him. 

The gun was found six feet 
away but a gas cylinder be¬ 
lieved to be used to power it 
was found in Mitson’s pocket. 

Sentencing him, Mr Record¬ 
er Christopher Makey said: 
“You were walking through 
the streets with a handgun in 
your hand. The fact that it was 
an air pistol and not a gun was 
not something that a passer by 
could have determined.”

‘Autism 

him s elf 

When her first-born son Evan was diagnosed with autism at just 2 
years old, Esther Harris admits it was an incredibly testing time. Eight 
years on, the mum-of-two tells Lydia Fallon she's a better person 
and mum because of her experience, and now wants to help other 
families dealing with special needs. 


F RIDAY night is ‘chip night’ for the 
Harris family, one of 10-year-old 
Evan’s favourite nights of the week. 
Due to my arrival at their Ely home, 
it’s been temporarily put on hold, but thank¬ 
fully Evan, and his 4-year-old brother Mor¬ 
gan, don’t hold it against me too much. “He 
was a little bit worried he wasn’t going to get 
his chips,” mum Esther chuckles, giving him 
a little squeeze. “But I’ve reassured him we’re 
still having them, just a bit later!” 

A smiley little chap, Evan loves watching 
TV; playing on his computer, and generally 
getting up to mischief, just like any other 
10-year-old. But behind his cheeky grin, Evan 
is hiding a condition which makes him see 
the world a little differently from his peers. 
“He’s like a square peg in a round hole,” says 
Esther. 

Evan is autistic. He struggles with social 
and communication impairments and also 


has issues with language, behaviour and sen¬ 
sory processing. Raising a child with special 
needs does, Esther says, throw up its chal¬ 
lenges, but she wouldn’t have her little boy 
any other way. “At the beginning it was very 
difficult,” she remembers. “Quite often with 
special needs children, people say it’s a griev¬ 
ing process you go through for the child you 
think you’re going to have. 

“But the steps of the grieving process are 
quite linear, and then you come to the end 
where it’s acceptance, with a special needs 
child it’s almost cyclical. 

“You’re going round and round all the time; 
feeling anger at whoever you feel isn’t helping 
you out, anger at yourself for feeling you’re 
not doing enough for your child and then you 
come back round to acceptance. Then some¬ 
thing else might happen and you’re grieving 
all over again.” 

Esther adds: “It’s constant, but that’s not to 



say we don’t accept Evan and don’t absolutely 
love him for who he is.” 

Esther and her husband Graham are keen 
to extend a helping hand to other families 
facing the same struggles, and recently set 
up a blog, The Square Peg, to raise awareness 
and share their own experiences. 

“We started blogging about life with a child 
with special needs to hopefully be a support 
to others. That’s the point of it, it’s not: here 
is my life and this is how wonderful or how 
awful it is, it was about creating community 
support,” Esther explains. 

But the ultimate dream is to build a hub 
equipped to offer support to children like 
Evan in the community. Over the years 


they’ve held various fundraising events, and 
on November 4 will be holding their biggest 
one to date: a glamorous fashion show at the 
Old Hall in Ely. 

Featuring a host of local designers and 
stunning models, all the money raised will go 
towards support for Evan and other special 
needs families. “It’s just snowballed,” laughs 
Esther. “We’ve always thought small, but 
we’ve been encouraged to think big and it’s 
going to be an amazing event. 

“We want to use the money to help Evan 
sensory-wise. We’re redoing his bedroom 
at the moment, so we want to put sensory 
equipment in there and then have a room 
in the garden to offer to other special needs 
families where children can come and chill 
out, as it can be hard to find somewhere to 

go. 

“In my ideal world I’d love to have some¬ 
where in town, somewhere community 
based. A place where young adults with spe¬ 
cial needs could work, and a support and res¬ 
pite for families. 

“That would be my huge idea,” Esther 
grins. 

Evan is a lovely boy, and it’s not hard to see 
why the whole community has rallied around 
the Harris’ cause with such enthusiasm. The 
support, Esther says, has been heart-warm¬ 
ing. “It’s totally unexpected,” she smiles.

how you

tain things, that is not in his understanding 
at all.” 

Has Esther’s experiences with Evan 
changed her at all? “He’s taught me pa¬ 
tience,” she muses. “He has taught me a dif¬ 
ferent way of living and a different way of life. 

“He’s taught me about acceptance and to 
celebrate the small, simple things in life.” 

That’s not to say they don’t have their hard 
days too. 

The Harris’ family grew four years ago 
when little Morgan was born. They were over 
the moon, but raising two children, with very 
different needs, can prove a tough task. 

“They are poles apart so it can be difficult 
to bring them up in parallel. When we go 
to social occasions, Morgan wants to stay 
and play but for Evan there is only a small 
amount of time he can tolerate. He loves 
seeing people, but it’s definitely on his own 
terms and for a much shorter period. 

“But they are starting to get on,” Esther 
adds, “and Evan is developing a deeper un¬ 
derstanding of relationships because of Mor¬ 
gan.” 

Small-mindedness in people who don’t 
always fully understand the condition also 
throws up the occasional obstacle. “I think 
people were more accepting of Evan and his 
behaviours when he was little and cute, but 
as he gets older, it does get more difficult,” 
Esther shrugs. “We were in a supermarket 
once and Evan got quite excited and knocked 
against this man as he ran past him. The man 
came up to me and said ‘Your son should be 
in Tesco, that’s where all the yobs are’. 

“There was another incident when a man 
told his children to come away from Evan 
because he wasn’t ‘right’, and you do actu¬ 
ally come across the looks and the tuts quite 
a lot.” 

Over the years the Harris family have built 
up a thick skin to that kind of ignorance, and 
see no reason why Evan won’t continue to 
blossom into a happy, fulfilled young man. 

“I hope he will be able to work, for his own 
satisfaction and independence. But mainly 
I want him to be happy; every parent wants 
their kids to be happy, don’t they?” 

And whatever the future holds, Esther is, 
and always will be, incredibly proud of her 
boy. “The thing I’m most proud of is that de¬ 
spite everything he is his own man. My hus¬ 
band calls him Currahee, which is Cherokee 
for ‘stands alone’ and that is exactly what he 
does. 

“What autism gives him is not all nega¬ 
tive; it gives him pride in himself and accept¬ 
ance.” 


“We’ve never thought of ourselves as victims 
and we never expected any help, but it’s re¬ 
ally been amazing.” 

Evan was diagnosed with autism at the age 
of 2, but Esther had her suspicions long be¬ 
fore that. “Quite early on we started to notice 
he might be showing symptoms of autism, 
but I didn’t want to say it out loud. 

“He was developing quite typically but 
would have episodes where he would be 
quite quiet and almost turn in on himself, 
like he was concentrating for days on end 
and closed off to the world. It was like he 
needed this intense time where he had to 
just be on his own,” Esther explains. 

At around 16 months it became even more 
noticeable that Evan was developing very 
differently to other babies his age. He had 
some speech, but then seemed to lose it all, 
and Esther and Graham were becoming in¬ 
creasingly concerned. “Because Evan was 
our firstborn it was very difficult for us. I had 
a few friends who were pregnant at the same 
time as me and the differences in our chil¬ 
dren were really apparent.” 

Evan was referred to the child develop¬ 
ment centre at Addenbrooke’s, and psychol¬ 
ogists spent time studying his behaviour and 
characteristics. When autism was officially 
diagnosed it was, Esther admits, a blow, but 
also a huge relief to finally know what was 
wrong with their son, “because we could 
start to give him the help he needed.” 

Evan was able to start pre-school aged 3, 
but after a few months it became clear he 
was struggling with the unpredictability of 
other toddlers his age. Making a decision 
to teach him from home, Esther and Gra¬ 
ham trained in a social programme called 
Son-Rise. It proved a success, in fact, a huge 
success, and Evan soon started to build his 
communication skills, much to his parents’ 
delight. “It’s all about acceptance and get¬ 
ting to know Evan’s world and understand¬ 
ing him, before we say ‘now this is how you 
act in our world’,” says Esther, describing the 
programme. 

After two years, it became apparent Evan 
was ready to experience school, and he en¬ 
rolled at Highfield Special School, where he’s 
since thrived (as have his baking skills, he 
proudly shows off a batch of cakes he made 
at school). “The teachers there are so dedi¬ 
cated and accepting; he’s come on leaps and 
bounds.” 

But on a day-to-day basis, there’s no deny¬ 
ing Evan needs constant care and attention. 
“He shows lots of sensory-seeking behav¬ 
iours, so he does lots of jumping up and down 
and clapping. When he was 3 that was cute 
but now he’s 10, not so cute,” Esther laughs. 
“He can speak, read and is quite intelligent, 
but in terms of his language, expressive lan¬ 
guage and conversation skills, he is very 
much behind. He has a very different kind 
of imagination, it isn’t that autistic children 
don’t have one, but in terms of understanding

■ Wicken Fen, Cambridgeshire

Wicken Fen is one of Europe's most

This Scottish gem boasts one of 
the finest formal gardens in Europe.

Fountains, urns and statuary 
demonstrate the Italianate style 
and in autumn it comes into its own 
when the sunlight hits the leaves of 
14 different species of acer along 
with the russets and gold hues in the 
woodland regions.

Rising above the terraced garden 
and estate, this medieval fortress 
provides a fantastic autumnal 
setting. The warm colours of the 
castle appear to echo the rich tones 
of seasonal foliage, as the red walls 
match the red vines and leaves in the 
surrounding woodlands. 

Follow the route through the 
woods and look out for bird and bat 
boxes and see what other wildlife 
and bugs you can spot around the 
grounds.

Contemporary designer Piet 
Oudolf's Rivers of Grass are at their 
most spectacular at this time of year 


- and walking right through the tall 
Molinias is positively encouraged. 

Hot autumn colours simmer as light 
softly hits the planting among the 70 
flower beds in the Italian Gardens, 
while the swathes of coloured 
grasses in the Rivers of Grass make a 
staggering impact. 

There's also woodland originally 
planted by Capability Brown and 
more trees, chosen especially for 
their autumn colour, have been 
recently planted.

The colour purple dominates the 
mountain of Divis in the autumn 
which is set in the heart of the 
Belfast Hills.

It's a curious- 
looking plant, with a purple head 
with antlers sticking out and is the 
food source for the marsh fritillary 
butterfly, only found on three sites 
on Divis.

CHARLIE Appleby saw his 
wait for a first British Group 
One winner finally brought 
to an end in the vision.ae 
Middle Park Stakes during 
Dubai Future Champions

Outstrip landed the Grade 
One Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Turf in America for Godol- 
phin’s Moulton Paddocks last 
November, but trainer Appleby 
has had to bide his time for 
a success at the top level in 
Europe. 

And it was Charming 
Thought that ended the wait 
in the six-furlong renewal of 
the Middle Park Stakes on the 
Rowley Mile on Friday, upset¬ 
ting 2-1 on favourite Ivawood. 

The two-year-old son 
of Oasis Dream was a late 
supplementary entry after 
the testing ground foiled 
plans for him to run at York 
last weekend. 

Jockey William Buick got 
him settled in the field early 
in the race, with Richard 
Hughes on board Ivawood, 
who had won his previous 
three starts, taking a role to 
the head of the field, in the 
centre of the track. 

Ivawood looked to have 
shaken off the challenge 
of Kool Kompany in the 
closing stages, but Buick had 
switched Charming Thought 
to a wider berth and he came 
through to win on the line by 
a head. 

“It’s great to get the first 
Group One winner in 
England,” said Appleby. 

“This is a horse that we’ve 
held in high regard from the 
spring onwards and he just 
met with a setback. We have 


had to be patient with him 
but it has paid off now. 

“He’s a horse who has 
progressed throughout the 
year and William (Buick) 
says he’d be better on 
better ground. He felt as 
though he could stay a 
mile.

“We will put him away now

He added: “He’d be one of 
the sharper two-year-olds, 
but a lot of our horses have 
three-year-old pedigrees and 
that’s the way we have treated 
them.

“We are in a rebuilding 
process and this is one of the 
blocks that we hope we can 
build upon.”

Noble Mission is a true 
champion for Lady Cecil 


IT was as if Noble Mission sensed the importance 
of the occasion as he launched himself past the 
Ascot winning post ahead of A1 Kazeem in a 
QIPCO Champion Stakes which delivered more 
than could have possibly been expected. 

Frankel’s full-brother stirred up memories of 
the late Sir Henry Cecil, who had brought down 
the career of the equine legend in the exact same 
race two years earlier, and was to live for only a 
few more months. 

For the final couple of furlongs it appeared as 
if the revitalised A1 Kazeem was about to wreck 
what was later described as a “fairytale” as the 
pair fought tooth and nail. 

But James Doyle found that vital neck 
more than A1 Kazeem and George Baker, who 
high-fived his friend as soon as they had crossed 
the line in virtual unison. 

Noble Mission (7-1) had already allowed Cecil’s 
widow, Lady Jane, her wish of raising the ances¬ 
tral flag her husband always flew after Group One 
winners when he claimed the Tattersalls Gold Cup 
in Ireland, but it was obvious to anyone this was a 
moment of far greater importance. 

Doyle adopted the same approach which has 
seen the five-year-old make such progress this 
season, sending him to the front immediately. 

And with A1 Kazeem always on his tail, that pair 
were the only two to really feature. They were, 
though, an ample cast for a memorable spectacle. 

“I was interviewed before the race, which I 
didn’t really want to do, and I said it would be a 
fairytale,” said Lady Cecil. “That’s what it feels 


like to me. 

“We hardly dared to dream. We knew he was in 
great shape but it was a tough race. 

“What makes it so much more special, being 
Frankel’s brother. 

“A year ago, who would have thought Noble 
would have been here today winning the Champion 
Stakes. 

“It was nerve-racking, that last little bit. 

“James rode a brilliant race. I had my head in 
my hands because I didn’t think he would hang 
on, but he was so brave.” 

Noble Mission was given a warm and 
enthusiastic welcome back to the winner’s 
enclosure, and she said: “I know a lot of that was 
for Henry, it’s so wonderful.
